The Difference Between the Barrister 


and the Solicitor. 


The barrister In England Is the very 


salt of the earth. 
He it is '|;ho makes 


the laws, who-jjoes Into parliament, 
who' sits on tbe' bench, %ho considers 
himself seven or eight degrees higher 
tip in the social scale than any'other; 
poor or middle class mortal, and with, 
all this he has absolutely no responsi- 
bility toward his client*' That andent, 
much abused thing called custom In 
this country has created for tbe law 
two separate and distinct limbs, which, 
may be compared in a measure to the 
life of tbe bee. One is -the drone and 
the other the queen. Tbe drone is the 
solicitor, who sits in an office working 
up a case, consulting clients, drawing 
gills, controlling estate transactions and 
controlling tbe incomes of people who 
ore unfortunate enough to be saddled 
under the trust deeds. The solicitor, 
who'has his owu tradition to work ont, 
does not ever get to' himself any glory 
whatever. Except In police arid coun- 
ty-court cases, he is pcrsoua non grata, 
or, In the -words of the judges, "he is 
not seen." If be has a case on hand, 
he is obliged to take it to n barrister, 
who, though he may never "have heard 
of the matter In dispute before, dons 
his wig and gown, proceeds into court 
and 'argues -till all Is black and blue, 
as If he knew all about it, for which he 
draws a most prcHllgious fee, quite big 
enough to enable him to appear nicely 
mounted in the row every morning. 
If he spoils the case, there is no chance 
for redress, because tbe barrister is 
merely a gentleman whom fiction po- 
litely assumes to be a friend in need. 
All the onus of failure falls upon tbe 
poor solicitor. Taere ore no barristers 
in prison, but there are a good many 
solicitors who wear the broad arrow 
which is the trademark of his majesty's 
prisons. The sollclt&r remains, the old 
time family adviser, to whom all sorts 
of foolish people bring their trust 
deeds, their stock certificates, their 
government bonds and all such docu- 
ments which have a tendency to lead a 
weak men into temptation, and that Is 
•why so many solicitors, ivhen they 
need mouej', find it impossible to re- 
sist the desire to take that which Is 
not theirs.—London Letter in Town and 
Country.

HE NAVY 


The Tragic Affair That Put an 


End to the Practice. 


A MIDSHIPMAN'S CHALLENGE. 


It Wae Accapted by the Lawyer, and 


the Battle Was Fought In Delaware, 


Sad Fate of the Two Principals In the 
Unfortunate Meeting. 
That settlement of quarrels by appeal 


to the code of honor was no longer to 
be the unwritten law of the American 
navy was determined by a duel In 
which William Milled, Jr., n Philadel- 
phia lawyer, was slain In u personal 
affair fought along the northern circle 
ot Delaware. The man who fired the 
fatal shot was Midshipman Charles G. 
Hunter, and the encounter took place 
along Naamau's creek on the afternoon 
of Sunday, March 21, 1830. 


Singularly enough, neither Miller, 


who lost his life, nor Hunter, who kill- 
ed him, was principal In the original 
quarrel that led to the meeting on the 
bank of the little creek In Delaware. 
Neither had seen the other until a few. 
hours before the challenge was sent 
and accepted. 


Simply a mlsshot in a game of bil- 


liards played at Third and Chestnut 
streets, Philadelphia, led to tbe tragedy 
that plunged two homes Into sorrow 
and Imblttered the life of the man 
whose pistol shot causelessly shed hu- 
man blood. 


Henry Wharton Griffith and R. Dil- 


lon Drake, prominent society men of 
Philadelphia, played the game of bil- 
liards, and Griffith made the mlsshot 
which called forth a taunt from Drake, 
who was Immediate!? struck In the 
face'with a cue by Griffith. 
A chal- 


lenge to a duel wag sent by Drake, but 
Griffith declared that the challenger 
was beneath bis notice and that he 
would not demean himself socially by 
consenting to meet him. 


Then followed a long and wordy war- 


fare in which'each posted the other as 
a coward. Lieutenant Duryee of the 
United States navy was called to make 
an effort to settle the dispute, and It 
was then (hat Miller, the lawyer, and 
Hunter, the midshipman, became In- 
volved In the quarrel. lii the heated 
discussion Hunter accused Miller of 
publishing a confidential letter, and a 
challenge was at once sent by the mid- 
shipman and accepted by the attorney. 


It was decided that the duel should 


be fought early on Sunday morning of 
March 21, but It was nearly 10 o'clock 
•before carriages containing the princi- 
pals, seconds and surgeons left a bouse 
that stood on Chestnut street above 
Sixth.

Every mall is given five checks 
evory morning and bin name ia taken, also 
the Bunibeis of his checks, and every 
time during tho day lie wants u tool out 
of the tool room, ho gives the tool-room 
man one chock, and he hangs it on a 
board opposite the name of the tool the 
man hus borrowed, so they are always 
able to tell whore all, the tools are and 
never lose any. 
A largo number of the 


most up.to-date machines are found in 
this depaitment. 
A three-header bolt 


maohino used for cutting bolts is com- 
plete ID all its details, and IB one of the 
most thoroughly equipped machines used 
for this woik. Jacob F. Heh of Lambert- 
ville has charge of this machine. 


An up-to-date pipe threader and three 


drill presses are among the machines in 
thia room. Two axle lathes are used to 
turn up new axles. The largest axles used 
here at present are five and one-half inch- 
es by ten inches, nnd the smallest four 
incbei, by eight inches. These -ales are 
turned np from blanks and are ready to 
have tbe wheels mounted on them when 
they oome off the machines.

The description of her appearance given 


by Plutarch in tbe Life of Antony Is the 
moat beautiful that can be imagined ID 
the only true beauty, voice, manners and 
expression. 
Her voice in partticular 


was a delight to hear, .and proficient in 
nearly all of the languages spoken at her 
court,—seven are enumerated, but he says 
tlrere were many others. 


Cleopatra is called "The Sonnger" on 


the coin which is said to be ber only 
anthcntic likeness. She was the youngest 
and the last of the Ptolomies and al- 
though there are many other Egyptian 
prinoessee of thab name 'there is but one 
Oleopatta. 


Cleopatra was born 69 B. O. Caesar in 


100 B. O.i Antony In 83 B. 0. Oaeiar was 
thirty-one and Antony fourteen years 
older than Cleopatra. 
Cleopatra fiiat saw 


Antony when she was fifteen, two years 
before she became qneen. The chief Cleo- 
patras known to history are tbe wife ol 
Philip of Maoedon, the sister of Alex- 
ander the Great, the daughter of Antl- 
oohus, III, the daughter of Ptolomey V 
two daughters of Ptolomy, VI, aud two 
of Ptolomey Physoon, the daughters of 
Ptolomey IX, the daughter of Antony and 
Cleopatra, the daughter of Mibrldates 
wife of the king of Armenia, a friend of 
tbe Emperor Claudius, the wife of the 
poet Martial, the authoress of various 
books, one of which, a medieal work, has 
been attributed to Cleopatra herself.
